CONSTITUTION . 


ARTICLE  I. 

Section  1.  This  organization  shall  be 
known  as  Sub-District  No.  7 of  District 
No.  12,  United  Mine  Workers  of  Amer- 
ica. 

Section  2.  Jurisdiction  This  sub- 
district shall  have  jurisdiction  over  all 
local  unions  in  said  sub-district,  which 
shall  embrace  all  territory  in  the 
former  inspection  district  of  Illinois. 

ARTICLE  II. 

OFFICERS. 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  sub- 
district shall  be  one  president,  one 
vice.president,  one  secretary- treasur- 
er, and  six  executive  board  members 
from  each  present  board  member  dis- 
trict, who  shall  constitute  the  execu- 
tive board  of  the  sub -district.  Also  a 
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board  of  auditors  shall  be  elected, 
consisting  of  three  members . 

Section  2.  Duties  of  President: — The 
president  shall  preside  at  all  conven- 
tions of  the  sub-district.  He  shall  sign 
all  official  documents  when  satisfied  of 
their  correctness,  and  with  the  consent 
of  the  executive  board,  he  shall  fill  by 
appointment, all  vacancies  occuring  in 
the  office,  and  in  like  manner  he  is  em- 
powered to  suspend  or  remove  any 
sub-district  officer  for  insorbordination 
or  just  and  sufficient  cause.He  shall  de- 
vote his  time  and  attention  to  the  in- 
terest of  the  sub-district,  and  shall  ex- 
ercise general  supervision  over  its 
workings,  either  in  the  field  or  sub- dis- 
trict office,  as  his  judgment  dictates. 
He  shall  send  out  in  circular  form  to 
all  locals  six  weeks  previous  to  sub 
district  convention,  such  recommenda- 
tions as  he  may  wish  to  be  acted  on  at 
sub  district  convention,  so  that 
delegates  to  the  same  convention  may 
have  the  advice  of  their  respective 
locals,  on  such  reccommendations. 
He  may  attend  in  person  or  send  a 
sub-district  officer  to  visit  local  unions, 
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when  in  his  judgement,  ifcis  necessary. 

Section  3.  Duties  of  Vice-President : 
— Vice-president  shall  act  as  organizer 
and  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the 
president,  and  in  the  absence  of  the 
president,  shall  assume  all  duties  and 
responsibilities  of  that  office,  and  shall 
succeed  to  that  office  in  case  of  death 
or  removal  of  the  president,  and  shall 
devote  his  entire  time  to  the  work  of 
the  organization. 

Section  4.  Duties  of  the  Secretary  - 
Treasurer : — The  secretary-treasurer 
shall  have  charge  of  and  preserve  all 
books  and  effects  of  the  sub-district  of- 
fice. He  shall  record  the  proceedings 
of  all  conventions, and  of  the  meetings 
of  the  executive  board,  and  shall  keep 
copies  of  all  important  letters  sent  out 
by  him.  He  shall  prepare  and  submit 
to  all  local  unions  in  the  sub -district, an 
itemized  quarterly  report  of  all  moneys 
received  and  disbursed.  He  shall  give 
a security  bond  of  $2,000  approved  by 
the  executive  board  and  deposited 
with  the  president  of  the  sub -district. 
He  shall  not  have  in  his  posession  at 
any  one  time  more  than  f 1,000.  All 
amounts  over  and  above  shall  be  de- 
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posited  in  a safe  bank  in  the  name  of 
the  executive  board  of  sub.  district 
No.  7,  and  shall  not  be  drawn  upon 
without  the  consent  of  the  executive 
board. 

Section  5.  The  sub-district  executive 
board  can  be  called  together  by  the 
president  and  secretary  or  a majority 
of  the  executive  board,  and  when  the 
secretary  has  been  notified  by  the  ma- 
jority of  said  executive  board,  he  wifi 
at  once  call  a meeting  of  said  board, 
and  the  executive  board  shall  meet 
once  during  the  month  of  August  in 
each  year. 

Section  6.  Duties  of  Auditing  Com- 
mittee:— The  auditing  committee  shall 
meet  semi-annually.  They  shall  care- 
fully inspect  and  audit  the  books  and 
accounts  pertaining  to  the  secretary  - 
treasurer’s  office, and  shall  make  a cor- 
rect report  of  their  findings  to  the  lo- 
cals of  the  sub-district.  They  shall 
meet  four  days  prior  to  any  conven- 
tion, and  shall  make  their  report  prior 
to  the  ratification  of  the  election  of 
officers. 

Section  7.  Presidest,  vice-president, 
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secretary-treasurer  and  members  of 
the  executive  board  and  all  members 
employed  in  the  field  work  by  sub- 
district shall  make  an  itemized  ac- 
count of  all  expenses  at  the  end  of 
each  month  to  the  sub-district  secre- 
tary-treasurer, and  he  shall  place  them 
on  file  for  the  inspection  of  the  audit- 
ing committee  and  report  the  same  to 
all  local  unions  every  six  months. 

ARTICLE  III 

Section  1.  The  revenue  of  this  sub- 
district shall  be  derived  from  local 
unions  of  sub -district  namely,  5 cents 
per  month  per  member, provided  there 
is  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  or  more 
in  the  said  treasury.  If  there  is.  less 
than  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  in 
the  said  treasury,  then  the  sub-district 
president  and  executive  board  shall  be 
empowered  to  make  it  ten  cents  per 
member  per  month  until  there  is  such 
an  amount  in  the  said  treasury. 

Section  2.  The  sub-district  conven- 
tion shall  be  held  annually  commenc- 
ing after  theState  andNational  conven- 
tions on  the  second  Tuesday  in  March, 
at  such  place  as  may  be  determined  by 
the  joint  convention.  Special  conven-

tions  shall  be  called  by  the  president 
when  so  instructed  by  a majority  of 
the  members  of  the  executive  board 
of  sub -district. 

Section  3.  Representation: — Repre- 
sentation to  the  sub-district  conven- 
tion from  local  unions  shall  have  one 
vote  for  one  hundred  members  or  less ; 
and  one  additional  vote  for  each  one 
hundred  members  or  a major  fraction 
thereof;  locals  to  be  supplied  with 
blank  credentials  by  the  secretary- 
treasurer. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Section  1.  When  trouble  of  a local 
character  arises  between  members  of 
any  local  union  and  their  employer  in 
sub-district  No.  7 the  officers  of  said 
local  union  shall  endeavor  to  effect  an 
amicable  adjustment  and  failing  in  this 
they  shall  immediately  notify  the  offic- 
ers of  sub-district,  and  said  officers 
shall  immediately  investigate  the 
cause  for  complaint,  and  failing  to  ef- 
fect a peaceable  settlement  upon  a ba. 
sis  that  would  be  equitable  and  just  to 
aggrieved  members,  they  shall  at  once 
notify  the  state  officers 


ARTICLE  V 


Section  1.  Any  local  union  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  officers  of  sub- 
district No.  7 who  shall  refuse  to  pay 
any  levy  authorized  by  the  executive 
board  of  sub-  district,  not  in  conflict 
with  State  or  International  Constitu- 
tion, shall  be  denied  representation  in- 
side sub-district  convention. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

ELECTION  OP  OFFICERS 

Section  1.  The  president,  vice.pres- 
ident,  secretary-treasurer,  six  mem- 
bers of  the  executive  board,  and  three 
auditors  shall  be  elected  by  popular 
vote  as  follows : Ninety  days  prior  to 
the  election  the  secretary- treasurer 
shall  send  out  nomination  blanks  to  all 
locals  in  this  sub-district.  The  locals 
shall  fill  out  in  their  respective  places, 
the  names  of  candidates  of  their 
choice  for  the  above  named  positions. 
Sixty  days  prior  to  the  election,  the 
secretary  shall  notifiy  all  candidates 
of  their  nomination,  and  get  their 
written  consent  of  candidacy  for  their 
respective  places,  as  indicated  by  said 
nomination,  forty  days  prior  to  elec- 
tion. No  nominee  shall  be  considered 
a candidate  without  such  written  con- 
sent. Thirty  days  prior  to  the  elec- 
tion, the  secretary  shall  send  the 
names  of  all  certified  nominees  to  all 
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locals,  who  shall  vote  for  such  candi- 
dates prepared  for  the  purpose,  and 
the  ballots  to  be  sent  to  the  sub-district 
secretary-treasurer  six  days  prior  to 
state  convention,  and  deposited  by 
by  him  in  a locked  box,  kept  for  that 
purpose,  in  a secure  place  until  the 
tellers  come  to  take  charge  of  and 
co&nt  the  ballots  prior  to  the  sub-dis- 
trict convention.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  board  of  auditors  to  canvas 
said  votes  and  report  the  results  to 
the  convention.  The  candidates  re- 
ceiving the  highest  number  of  votes 
shall  be  declared  elected  to  the  re- 
spective places,  as  above  mentioned. 
In  case  of  a tie  vote,  it  shall  be  settled 
by  the  convention  then  assemble. 

Section  2.  Secretaries  of  all  local 
unions  shall,  under  penalty  of  suspen_ 
sion  from  office,  notify  their  members 
one  week  prior  to  date  set  for  election 
of  sub-district  officers,  and  shall  record 
the  vote  or  votes  that  have  been  cast 
No  member  shall  be  allowed  more 
than  one  vote  for  any  one  candidate. 
Nor  shall  the  secretary  record  the  vote 
of  any  member  that  is  not  present  at 
the  time  the  election  is  held,  and  the 
election  must  open  and  close  on  the 
same  day.  There  shall  be  but  one  vot- 
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in g place  for  each  local  union  Local 
secretaries  shall  retain  duplicates  of  the 
election  and  the  correctness  of  the  re- 
turning sheet  must  be  attested  to  by 
the  president  and  secretary  of  the 
local  unions,  and  should  it  be  proven 
that  there  has  been  more  votes  record- 
ed on  the  returning  sheet  than  were 
actually  cast  by  the  members  present 
at  the  meeting  when  the  vote  was 
taken,  the  whole  vote  of  the  local  shall 
be  thrown  out.  The  returning  sheet 
after  election  before  being  destroyed 
shall  be  kept  by  the  secretary-treasur- 
er six  months. 

Section  3'  The  secretary  treasurer 
shall  furnish  to  all  locals  ballots  and 
tally  sheets  to  be  made  to  correspond 
with  ballots. 

Section  4.  All  members  voting  shall 
mark  their  own  tickets  except  those 
who  may  satisfy  the  election  board 
that  they  cannot  read  the  English 
language,  then  their  tickets  shall  be 
-marked  as  they  desire  to  vote,  in  the 
presence  of  the  entire  election  board 
by  one  of  the  tellers  There  shall  be  no 
electioneering  for  any  candidate  inside 
of  the  building  wherein  the  election  is 
held.  Any  member  violating  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  fined  $10.00. 
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ARTICLE  VII. 

Section  1.  Any  member  of  the  or- 
ganization of  the  United  Mine  Workers 
of  America  and  a practical  miner  of  one 
year’s  standing  in  the  sub.  district  shall 
be  eligible  to  hold  office  in  the  sub-dis- 
trict. 

Section  2.  Salaries  of  Officers : — The 
salaries  of  the  officers  of  sub- district 
No.  7 shall  be  fixed  prior  to  the  an- 
nouncement of  their  election.  Sub- 
district president’s  salary  shall  be 
$84.37  per  month  and  legitiment  ex- 
penses; salary  of  vice-president  shall 
be  $75.00  per  month  and  legitiment  ex- 
penses; salary  of  sub-district  secretary- 
treasurer  shall  be  $50.00  per  month. 
The  executive  board  mem- 
bers shall  receive  $3.50  per 
day  and  all  legitimate  expenses  when 
called  out  to  do  work  in  the  interest  of 
the  organization  Auditors  shall  re- 
ceive the  same  salary  as  board  mem- 
bers 

Section  3.  Penalties: — For  the  vi- 
olation of  this  constitution  on  the  part 
of  any  sub -district  officer,  he  or  they 
shall  be  fined  the  sum  of  $25.00  or  sus- 
pended from  office  at  the  discretion  of 
the  sub-district  executive  board.
